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CHURCHWOMAN’S ME MORIES. 


Lady Laura Ridding has written an in- 
teresting account of the life of her sister, 
the Comtesse de Franqueville. These two 
ladies were the daughters of the first Lord 
Selborne, whose sterling character has been 
inherited by them. The spirit of 
Anglicanism was incarnate in the Com- 
tesse de Franqueville, and, if anyone de- 
gires to see Anglicanism at its best, we 
commend to him this valuable biography. 
Every line of it enables us to realise that 
the dominating motive in the life of the 
Comtesse de Franqueville was religious, 
and that her religion was definitely that of 
the Church of England. In the strict 
sense of the term this not what is 
called a religious biography, but it is 
essentially the account of the life of one 
whose chief motive was the service of 
God by the service of humanity. She 
spent the larger part of her life in her 
native land, and there she was a centre 
of good works. No one could say that she 
was self-centred or that her interests were 
narrow. Her life was lived on large lines 
because she was one who thought deeply 
and felt strongly.

The Press Association's Special Correspondent

Sir Lewis Dibdin (First Church Estates Com- 
missioner) said that the financial troubles of the 
Church of England at the present time were of 
the same kind and were due to the same causes 
as those which beset the man with a fired 
imcome. The Church of England’s position 
was, unfortunately, worse, for it never had in 
any time of his history enough for iis needs 
From time to time, especially during the last 
twenty years, the Commissioners had been able 
to apply very large sums to the Augmentation 
of whole classes of benefices. This year their 
developed resources enabled a further £200,000 
a year to be added to the Church's income. He 
hoped that before long the position would have 
become such that benefices with 10,000 people 
would be made up to £400 a year; those with 
4,000 people, to £3550; these with at least 1,000 
people, to £300; and those with not less than | 
300 people, to £250, with necessary limitations 
in the case of livings with private patronage.

THE MINISTRY OF WOMEN. 

Canon B. H. Streeter, speaking on “The 
Maquisiry of Women,” said that a fundamental 
principle of Christianity affirmed the absolute 
equality of race or sex in the eyes of God. Once 
they saw this point clearly, to maintain the sex 
barner one moment longer than external neces- 
sity compelled was contrary to the mind of

The Rev. J. A. V. Magee said those who 
opposed the admission of women to the priest- 
hoed were not influenced by prejudice.

DELEGATES MEET AT 
MIDNIGHT, . 

In view of the proclamation signed by the 
Chief Secretary and th® Commander-in-Chief in 
Ireland, and published in a supplement to the 
Dublin Gazette on Wednesday night, it was 
generally anticipated that steps would be taken 
by the authorities to suppress the twelfih an- 
nual Convention of Sinn Fein, which! was an- 
nounced to be held in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, commencing at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The proclamation prohibits and sup- 
presses within the County and City of Dublin 
the Sinn Fein organisation, Sinn Fein clubs, the 
Irish Volunteers, the Cumann na m-Ban, and 
the Gaelic League, and warning of the pro- 
clamation was served by the police on the Sinn 
Fein Headquarters, Harcourt street, and af the 
Mamsion House on Wednesday night. At about 
eight o'clock yesterday morning a party of some 
25 members of the D.M.P.. took up a pdsition 
in Dawson street, opposite the Mansion House, 
and an hour laicr a further party of about 80 | 
police arrived on the scene. Colonel Edgeworth- 
Johnstone, Chief Commissioner of the D.M.P.., 
arrived with the second party, who were placed 
in positions at the entrance to the Mansion 
House and in the adjoining thoroughfares, after 
which the Chief Commissioner left the scene, 
and the police were placed in charge of Super- 
intendent Willoughby, Inspector Barrett, and 
other officers.. A party of military, about 2009 
strong and wearing trench helmets, also arrived 
in Dawson street at about nine o'clock, and 
took up a position in the garage of the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, only a few of the mili- 
tary officers appeating in the street. 

As the hour of 10 o'clock approached, small 
parties, many of them apparently from. the 
country, arrived al the Mansion ‘House, and 
were questioned by the police as to whether 
they were delegaics to the Convention. Those 
who admitted that they were delegates were 
refused admission, but others, including several 
Roman Catholic clergymen,.who stated that 
they wished to call on the Lord Mayor, were 
permitted to pass through the police cordon 
and enter the building. At 10.30 a.m, the only 
persons inside the Mansion” House were some 
half dozen clergymen. Shortly afterwards Mr. 
John MacNeill arrived in Dewson street, but 
the police at first declined to admit him to the 
Mansion House. Shortly afterwards, however, 
the Lord ' Mayor came out from the Mansion 
House and spoke to the police, who imme- 
diately permitted Mr. MacNeill to pass in. 
Count Plunkett, M.P.; Afferman Thomas Kelly, 
M.P.; and Mr. James Dolan,.M.P. (Leitrim), 
were similarly brought into the Mansion House 
by the Lord Mayor. A numbet of other Sinn 
Fein M.P.’s appeared in Dawson sireect during 


There was no 
excitement-at any time in the vicinity, and the 
crowd in Dawson street never excéeded a hun- 
dred persons. There was no interruption of 
tramway or other traffic, and the police did not 
at any time find it necesfary to close the

DAY SCHOOL TO BE OPENED. 

An interesting scheme for the training of 
trade apprentiqdes is shortly to be put mto 
operation by t Dublin Technical Education 
Committee, which is about fo open @ day ap- 
prentice school Details of the scheme were 
explained yesterday to an Irish Times represen- 
tative by Mr. P. Mahon, T.C.. Chairman, who 
has taken a keen interest in its preparation. 
He stated that there were many schools clee- 
where for training boys to become japprentices, 
but the essential feature of the Dublin acheme 
was that the boy was made an apprentice im- 
mediately on entering the school, apd his train- 
ing in the school for two years was to take 
the place of a similar period in the workshop. 


TERMS OF THE SCHEME, 


Shortly, the terms of the scheme are as fol- 
lows ;--Approximately 100 scholarships will be 
awarded each year bn the results of the en- 
trance examination. These scholarships will 
entitle the holders to a free training for two 
years in the apprentice school, together with 
a payment of £15 12s. for the first Fear and 
£20 16s. for “he second year, Books and instru. 
ments will also be supplied. 

In addition to the scholarships, about 50 free 
places will be awarded, entitling the successful 
camlidates to a two years’ free training (with 
books, instruments, etc.) in the 
school, 

The instruction will be altogether..in the 
day-time The course will cover thirty hours 
weekly for forty-six weeks in each year, and “it 
will have a distinctly practical tendency.
